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Special Session : 
Deals With Reuse 
Of Junior High 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Special Town Meeting will convene at 
7:30 p.m. next Monday, Nov. 29, in a new 
place — the West Junior High School audi- 
torium on Shawsheen Road — to discuss the 
future of an old place — the two vacant 
wings of East Junior High School. 

Town officials remind voters that the 
special meeting will not be held in East 
Junior High School's Memorial Auditorium, 
the traditional meeting place, because that 
auditorium is now undergoing renovations. 
Voters will travel across town to West 
Junior High instead. 

At least 350 voters must turn out for the 
meeting to form a quorum. Those voters 
will tackle a five-article warrant, with Arti- 
cle Five the highlight of the session: the 
reuse of East Junior High’s east and west 
wings. 

As authorized by annual town meeting 
last spring, the town’s Reuse Committee 
has come up with a plan to remodel the two 
wings into town and school offices at a 
savings to the town of nearly $500,000 over a 
15-year period. 

The plan calls for selling the wings to a 
developer (two are now under consider- 
ation in a tight competition), letting the 
developer do the renovations, leasing the 
building from the developer for town and 
school use for 15 years — and then buying it 
back 

Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said 
Monday that the ‘‘key”’ point of the long and 
complicated article is to authorize the 
Board of Selectmen to petition the state 
legislature to pass a special law authorizing

Landmark Recognition 
or A Devoted Teacher 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


Reta Vaughn Buchan of Central Street, a 
woman who knew what she wanted to do 
with her life from a tender age, has trav- 
eled far beyond her childhood goals. She has 
been a teacher, a wife and mother, a School 
Committee member, a townswoman al- 
ways active in community affairs. 

And for more than 30 years, she put her 
considerable energies to work for children 
with specific language disabilities (SLD) as 
a teacher, a trainer of other teachers, and a 
special consultant. 

Last week, a North Shore school devoted 
to such children christened one of its build- 
ings in her honor — and today the Buchan 
House stands on the campus of the Land- 
mark School in Beverly Farms. 

During ceremonies in her honor at the 
school last Friday, Landmark Headmaster 
Charles Drake, who has worked with Mrs. 
Buchan for many years, said, ‘I can think 
of no single person who has helped more 
children, or helped more teachers help chil- 
dren, than Reta Buchan. She has been a 
good friend and a truly dedicated teacher.” 

‘This is a very great honor,”’ says Mrs. 
Buchan, who celebrated her 79th birthday 
last month. Slender and elegant, dressed in 
a purple blouse and skirt, she is a vital 
woman still involved with her community 
— and her beloved grandchildren. 

Born in the province of New Brunswick, 


Canada, Mrs. Buchan ‘‘never wanted to do 
anything but be a teacher,”’ she remem- 
bers. ‘Long before I went to school, I 
wanted to teach. It never occurred to me to 
do anything else.” 

Part of that desire to teach was her ‘‘love 
affair with the English language,’ she ex- 
plains. The youngest of three children, she 
learned to read long before she started 
school — although she does not remember 
how she learned — becoming ‘‘a terrible 
headache”’ to her first-grade teacher. (She 
was promptly moved into the second 
grade.) The books that fill a cozy sitting 
room in her 200-year-old home are testa- 
ment that her love of reading endures. 

After graduating from a teachers’ college 
in Nova Scotia, where she majored in En- 
glish, and studying graduate education at 
Harvard, Mrs. Buchan began her teaching 
career at the Bradlee School in Ballardvale. 
The year.was 1924; her charges were third- 
and fourth-graders. 

Five years later, she moved uptown to 
Andover Junior High (housed in the late 
Stowe School), to teach English and social 
studies. In 1936, the school moved into larg- 
er quarters, now part of East Junior High. 

With her marriage to the late Andover 
Fire Chief C. Edward Buchan in 1939, Mrs. 
Buchan’s public school career came to an 
end. She resigned because the town ‘‘would

have fired me anyway,” she notes. ‘‘We 
didn't have married teachers. Married tea- 
chers were considered unacceptable.’’ 

For the next few years Mrs. Buchan 
worked as a special consultant_to the school 
superintendent and devoted herself to her 
daughter, Barbara (today Mrs. Wayne Zei- 
lenga of North Andover). She also gave her 
time to the Red Cross (she still works for 
Red Cross Bloodmobiles), the League of 
Women Voters (she became local president 
and a member of the state board), and the 
Andover Historical Society. 

Her work with children with specific lan- 
guage disabilities — today better known as 
dyslexia — began in 1948, when Dr. Roswell 
Gallagher lured her back to work in the 
language training department at Phillips 
Academy. (She had refused that offer for 
two years while her daughter was still a 
baby. ) 

‘At that time, there was no recognition of 
this problem (SLD) in public schools,’’ Mrs. 
Buchan explains, ‘‘and some of the faculty 
at the academy weren't too happy that we 
were offering these classes either. At the 
time, only a few leading independent 
schools that had adequate endowments did 
anything about this, and there was nothing 
for younger children.” 

Help for dyslexic children is ‘‘one of the 
good things’ to come out of Chapter 766, 
mandating that towns help children who 
need special education, she says. ‘‘Public 
schools were very resistant to this whole 
philosophy (of helping children with special 
problems).”’ , 

During the late ‘50s, she also served two 
terms as the only woman on the Andover 
School Committee, drafted by a group of 
parents who urged her to run. The commit- 
tee struggled with budgets, new buildings 
and ‘‘leaky roofs’’ during those years of 
rapid growth, but Mrs. Buchan’s first prior- 
ity was always the classroom teacher 

She says she “‘horrified’’ her colleagues 
by placing character above academic excel- 
‘Elementary 
school students are so vulnerable, so easily 
impressed. I wanted a good teacher — and 
an excellent person.” 

After 15 years as a teacher and supervi- 
sor at Phillips, Mrs. Buchan became direc- 


tor of the Language Training Clinic at 
Children’s Hospital Medical Center in Bos- 
ton. There she hired, trained and super- 
vised tutors to work with children, and 
tested adolescents for SLD on referral from 
physicians. And it was there that she met 
Dr. Charles Drake. 

Mrs. Buchan retired from that position in 
1973, but continued to Work as a consultant, 
in particular with the late Dr. Mary Bain, a 
pediatric psychiatrist in Methuen. As a 
consultant, she worked in New England 
summer camps, and traveled as far as 
Florida and Texas. 

Dyslexia is ‘‘no reflection’on a child’s 
general intelligence,’ Mrs. Buchan ex- 
plains. Many children with the problem are 
“bright children who have difficulty in 
processing the symbols of language. It has 
nothing to do with intelligence. 

“It’s a very stimulating and wonderful 
field to work in, because you're working 
with a population that has adequate, func- 
tional intelligence — and many times with 
very bright children — whose lights have 
been hidden under several bushels. And 
along with their disability, they seem to 
have a great power of endurance.”’ 

She stayed in that field for so many years 
because ‘‘I have always loved children. | 
especially enjoy adolescents. Everyone 
thinks that they're horrible, and they are — 
they change like lightening at that age. But 
they are also wonderful people. You really 
cant grow old while you're working with 
adolescents.’ 

Many dyslexic students are unhappy chil- 
dren branded ‘‘unmotivated’’ or ‘‘re- 
tarded,’’ Mrs. Buchan says. But their self- 
esteem rises consirably when they learn 
that famous people like Leonardo daVinci, 
Nelson Rockefeller, Winston Churchill and 
Albert Einstein shared the same problem. 
‘Once they realize that something can be 
done, they work endlessly.’ 

Children with SLD (a term Mrs. Buchan 
still prefers to dyslexia) need ‘‘a lot more 
structured program” than other children, 
especially when it comes to spelling. “‘I 
never met one who was a good speller. We 
Spend a lot of time on the phonics (sounds) 
of the English language and the linguistic

Historical Exhibit Recalls 
Andover Of A Century Ago 


An autumn walk at Indian Ridge, the St. Patrick’s 
Day parade in Lawrence, ice skating on Haggett’s 
Rond, these pleasant images of Andover life today 
are ones shared with the Andover of more than a 
century ago. 

Life in Andover in the late 1860s is recaptured in 
an exhibit at the Andover Historical Society 
through Feb. 23. The exhibit, open to the public 
from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m., Sundays and Wednesdays and 
by appointmeht with a small admission fee, is 
based on the diaries of Abbie Locke who was 14 in 
1866 when she began her two-year diary. Donated 
by Abbie Locke Thomson’s granddaughter, Abby 
Kemper, the diaries provide a framework for the 
exhibit which illustrates various aspects of And- 
over life at that period. Mrs. Kemper’s sister, 
Lorna Young, has rendered special assistance. 


Highlighted by a graceful charcoal portrait of 
Abbie herself, the exhibit features celebrations, 
church, school, home life and social life. Each 
theme is well-illustrated by many artifacts from 
the society’s collections.

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Doctor Presents Advice 


For A Healthy Winter 


The right combination of heat and humidity is a 
most important aspect of maintaining your health 
during the winter, said Jose Silva, M.D., director of 
emergency services at Lawrence General Hospital 
at the hospital’s medical lecture series. 

Everyone is turning down their heat to save 
money, but this is harder for—and harder on—peo- 
ple as they get older, Silva said. 

Heat dries out the air. Without humidity in the air 
the mucous membranes of the respiratory system 
dry out and the individual's resistence lowers, he 
said. 

‘Therefore, I recommend people keep their heat 
at a lower level and run a humidifier, especially at 
night,”’ he said. 

However, a humidifier can also be a source of 
infection unless it is cleaned frequently—once or 
twice a week for larger humidifiers and Waily for 
the small single room humidifiers. Just use soap 
and water. Some people use an antiseptic in the 
water thinking this will prevent infection, but most 
bacteria found in humidifiers are resistent to these 
household antiseptics, he said. 

He encouraged older people to get a flu vaccina- 
tion. “These vaccines are really very good. Al- 
though there has been a lot of publicity about the 
bad side effects some people have experienced, 
those side effects are rare. The number of people 
who have been saved due to these vaccines greatly 
outweigh those harmed. 

‘Exercise is even more important in the winter. 
Exercise keeps us young and our strength up. Even 
just walking up and down stairs or around a few 
blocks, if done regularly, keeps us resistent to 
exhaustion and infection,” Silva stated. 

Dress warmly and if your clothes get wet, either 
fron?sweat or rain, take them off as soon as you get 
inside, he said. Since 50 percent of the body’s heat is 
lost through the head, wear a hat. In fact, if you 
sleep in a cold room, wear it to bed. 

Any illness, even the common cold, can develop 
into a more serious problem, he-said. Therefore, 
someone with a cold should get adequate rest. If 
you develop a fever, consult a doctor. 

There are two ‘‘sneaky’ winter health risks, 
frostite.and hypothermia, he said. 

Hypothermia develops when a person has been 
exposed to the cold long enough so that the core 
(internal) body temperature falls below 95 degrees

Fk. People do not realize they are becoming hypoth- 
ermic. They become confused and disoriented as 
well as lethargic. Most hypothermia victims come 
into the emergency room in coma. 

The elderly, infants and sportsmen are the most 
likely victims of hypothermia. The elderly are less 
aware of temperature around them. They are less 
able to control their internal temperature and stop 
heat loss partly because they have less ability to 
shiver (the body’s normal way of warming itself), 
he went on. 

Infants can’t shiver or leave a cold place on their 
own, he pointed out. 

Sportsmen are more likely to go into extremely 
cold areas. They may not be properly dressed and 
nee experience in what to do in severe cold, Silva 
said.

patterns (structure) of words. Words like 
‘yacht’ are enough to slay anyone, let alone 
a child with problems. 

“Then we give them everything we can 
that will help them deal with the oddities of 
the language’. That includes mnemonic 
aids to jog the memory on correct spellings 
(“My niece wants a piece of pie’’). 

‘So many commentators on the language 
say that the English language is crazy. But 
the longer you study it, the more you dis- 
cover that it does have a great many pat- 
terns that you can count on. And then of 
course there are the exceptions.” (The tea- 
cher admits that she still has trouble re- 
membering how to spell ‘‘seize’’ and 
‘siege’’.) 

The Landmark School of Pride's Cross- 
ing, founded by Dr. Drake in 1971, offers 
dyslexic children ‘‘a very strictly organized 
educational program,’’ Mrs. Buchan says. 
“They have to work hard to do well, they do 
a lot of studying, and they all have individu- 
al tutoring every day.”’ 

Students come from across the country to 
attend the residential school. It has grown 
to include three campuses in Pride’s Cross- 
ing, Beverly Farms and Manchester. Bu- 
chan House is the most recently-acquired 
dormitory, a three-story Victorian house 
that will be home to 19 students, a staff 
family, a proctor and housemaster Peter 
Crossan (the son of Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
Crossan of 8 Sequoia Lane, Andover). 

Mrs. Buchan is now retired, and staunch- 
ly so. *‘I decided it was time. I still get an 
occasional call or a letter, but I steadfastly 
refuse all requests. Nobody’s indispens- 
able.”’ 

She now devotes her time to her two 
grandchildren, spends Friday afternoons at 
the Boston Symphony, heads the exhibits 
committee for the Andover Historical So- 
ciety, reads, and runs a second-hand book 
shop at the South Church to benefit the 
World Hunger Fund. ‘‘I can’t get away from 
books,’” she says, laughing, ‘‘and I don’t 
want to.” 

And she still actively supports the Orton 
Dyslexia Society, the professional organiza- 
tion for educators in her field named for Dr. 
Samuel Orton, a ‘‘pioneer researcher in the 
field.”” 

She tries to recall a quote she read re- 
cently, words she says she believes in and 
has followed all her life: “‘It was something

The selectmen are willing to fotget the 58 
percent school /42 percent town split of rev- 
enues spawned by Proposition 242 two years 
ago, board members said Monday night, in 
favor of the ‘‘bucket’’ approach. 


The board voted unanimously (with Se- 
lectman Edward Harris absent) to accept 
the new tax model developed by the special 
Financial Planning Committee. The School 
Committee also voted to go along with the 
bucket approach last week. 


Under the new tax model, all town and 
school revenues will be added into one total, 
and all fixed expenses — items that must be 
paid — will be deducted from the total. 

What’s left over will be divided between 


the town and the schools based on current 
operating budget shares: 56 percent school 
and 44 percent town. Revenues alloted by 
law for town or school use only (Chapter 766 
funds, for instance) will not be pooled. 


The selectmen also voted to approve an- 
other aspect of the bucket approach —cre- 
ating a central maintenance department to 
take care of all town and school property, 
with funding taken from total town and 
school revenues. 


Selectman Donn Byrne called central 
maintenance ‘‘a concept long overdue in 
this town.”’ 

The financial planning committee pre- 
sented its findings to the selectmen, school

committee and Finance Committee earlier 
this month in a joint meeting. Their two 
alternatives to the bucket plan were to 
maintain the status quo (the 58~42 split of all 
revenues and expenses), or to follow a 
modified ‘‘bucket’’ approach that would 
remove any responsibility for the current 
school building project from the selectmen. 

The board voted for the bucket approach 
Monday night with no discussion on a mo- 
tion made by Byrne and seconded by Wil- 
liam Dalton.

But Selectmen Gerald Silverman said he 
thought it was “‘a terrific name. If anything 
goes wrong,”’ he pointed out, ‘‘we can say 
there was a hole in the bucket.”’ 


Rollins Continues 
Cable Placement 


Rollins Cablevision will continue instal- 
ling underground cable around town, with 
the selectmen’s approval. 

The board Monday night gave the cable 
television company permission to install 
cable under Bridle Path Road, Tallyho 
Lane, Landau Lane, Phaeton Circle; Hack- 
ney Circle, Chaise Circle, Hansom Road, 
Forest Hill Drive, and Sandlewood Lane. 

Also: Sugarbush Lane, Alpine Drive, Pep- 
peridge Circle, Brierwood Circle and Mul- 
berry Circle, Homestead Circle, Farmland 
Circle, Cattlecrossing, Roulston Circle, 
Rose Glen Drive, Smithshire Estates, and 
Lincoln Circle East. 

After reviewing Rollins’ plans for the 


underground installation, Public Works Di- 
rector Robert McQuade recommended the 
selectmen’s approval. A total of 40 miles of 
underground cable is to be installed, and 140 
miles of overhead cable. 

Selectman Chairman Norma Gammon 
explained that the-company will follow 
existing utility patterns: where power lines 
are now overhead, the cable lines will be 
installed overhead; where lines are now 
underground, the cable will be put under- 
ground. 

A spokesman for Rollins said the work 
will be done with as little damage to lawns, 
driveways and roadways as possible, with 
the use of special equipment that will cut 


only ‘‘a thin slot” in lawns that abut the 
road. The cable will be installed about two 
feet deep and will not interfere with water 
mains, he noted. 

Selectman Donn Byrne added that the 
company ‘“‘will insure that everything is 
returned to satisfactory condition.’’ Byrne, 
who is the selectmen’s liaison to the Cable 
Advisory Committee, reported that con- 
struction is ‘‘going very smoothly — Rollins 
is very happy with the construction sched- 
ule.” 

The company plans to begin advertising 
and soliciting customers during the first 
week of December, according ta the select- 
man. 


Hunger Banquet Provides 
World Problem Awareness 


[t was an unusual banquet at Phillips 
Academy last Wednesday 

Some dined in splendor, feasting on roast 
beef. Others sat on the floor with only water 
to drink and rice to eat (no spoon provided ) 


It was all part of Hunger Awareness 
Week at Phillips that included a dance 
marathon to benefit an area meals pro- 
gram, a movie on Cambodia and student 
speakers discussing Costa Rica and Mexi- 
co 


“It’s very exciting to see how the aware- 
ness of the global situation has grown at 
this school...,"’ said Lydia Goetze, biology 
instructor and coordinator of activities 


Last Wednesday’s Hunger Banquet was a 
demonstration of the relative distribution 
of food in the world, with two-hundred vol- 
unteers entering the dining hall and submit 
ting to a drawing to determine who would 
eat what in accordance with how people 
around the globe get their nutrition each 
day 


The diners were divided into three statis- 
tical groups: 13 percent enjoyed a fanciful 
plate of roast beef; 27 percent dined on 
vegetable chow mein and rice, and served 
themselves cafeteria style; the remaining 
60 percent — the majority — were made to 
wait in line for their food — just rice and 
water — and had to sit on the floor. They 


had not even a spoon to eat with 

About 60 percent of the world’s people are 
poor, and the above statistical breakdown is 
a general example of how the world’s food 
resources are distributed, explained 
Goetze 

‘The purpose of the Hunger Banquet, she 
said, was to graphically demonstrate this 
point and to see how participants would 
react. Afterwards, diners formed small 
groups to discuss the situation 

Also part of Hunger Awareness Week at 
Phillips Academy was a student-faculty 
fast for Oxfam. The fast was held on Tues- 
day, and monies the school would have 
otherwise spent on food that day were do- 
nated to the organization 
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The Horn of Plenty at Thanksgiving

But, while these things may differ, the one thing that 
remains constant today as in those founding days, is the 
opportunity to take a day and set it aside as a time for 
giving thanks. 

We rejoice for the blessing of having ample food, yet 
mindful there are those not as fortunate. There is the 
opportunity for prayer and feasting and a moment to 
reflect on that first Thanksgiving in appreciation of the 
founding fathers’ efforts toward providing the freedoms 
we so much cherish. 

Admittedly our problems will not disappear, but for 
at least a day, as we gather in family units, with 
friends, to enjoy a festive meal and the camaraderie, 
the difficulties diminish in import. 


To those early settlers, we are indebted for providing 
us with the opportunity to pause for even this brief 
occasion to offer thanks for all our blessings. 


The central theme of the holiday is as important 
today as when it was initiated centuries ago, an annual 
opportunity to offer thanksgiving.

Dems propose revival 
of New Deal jobs program

WASHINGTON -- Demo- 
crats in Congress have a bat- 
tle plan for fighting unem- 
weg It sounds vaguely 

ike the +. ublic-works pro- 
grams of the New Deal. 

The multibillion-dollar 
program was prepared by 
the Democrats on the Joint 
Economic Committee. The 
committee chairman is Rep. 
Henry Reuss, D-Wis., who is 
retiring this year after 28 
years in Congress. 

The plan has already been 
delivered to House Speaker 
Thomas “Tip” O'Neill, D- 
Mass. Our associate Lucette 
Lagnado has seen a copy. 

For immediate action on 
unemployment, the Demo- 
crats recommend an ambi- 
tious program of communi- 
ty-renewal projects which 
are similar to the Roosevelt 
administration’s “Alphabet 
Soup” programs -- the WPA 
(Works Progress Adminis- 
tration), the PWA (Public 
Works Administration) and 
the CCC (Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps). They took unem- 
ployed Americans off the 
breadlines and put them to 
work on public-works proj- 
ects. 

This is precisely what the 
Democratic program would 
do. The unemployed would 
be given jobs building bridg- 
es, roads, sewers and mass- 
transit networks. Priority in 
these jobs would be given to 
those who have been out of 
work for 15 weeks or more. 


The new phrase for this 
kind of program is “infras- 
tructure investment.” It 
would provide 600,000 jobs 
in the first year at a cost of 
$3.6 billion. 

Another part of the Demo- 
cratic program would give 
100,000 young people jobs in 
conservation of public land. 
This would cost an estimat- 
ed $250 million. 

Another feature of the 
Democratic employment 
program’ involves revitaliz- 
ing the housing industry. The 
goal of this project would be 
not only to provide jobs, but 
also decent housing for 
Americans who cannot now 
afford it. A part of the pro- 
gram calls for $2 billion to 
‘be spent to help 140,000 
Americans buy homes 
through mortgage subsidies. 

How do the Democrats 
plan to get the billions nec- 
essary for all this? For 
starters, they recommend 
cutting the growth of the 
defense budget. 

The Joint Economic Com- 
mittee claims that limiting 
the Pentagon’s budget to an 
increase of 5 percent a year 
would raise $8.5 billion. 
That would be sufficient to 
finance their program, they 
say. 

How the Democrats plan 
to get this ambitious pro- 
gram eotd t President Reagan 
is an ly’s guess. But they 
will be giving the president 
something to think about in 
one proposal: They will sug- 
gest that the tax cut sched- 


uled for next July 1 be limit- 
ed to $700 per taxpayer. 

This would prevent upper- 
income Americans from get- 
ting a windfall out of the 
Reagan tax cuts. 

SECRECY OBSESSION: 
The Federal Emergency 
Management Agency -- com- 
monly known as FEMA -- is 
the organization that over- 
sees disaster relief and fed- 
eral flood-insurance 
programs. FEMA also han- 
dles civil defense -- the only 
function it has that is 
remotely related to the 
national security. 

But President Reagan’s 
man in charge of FEMA, 
Louis Giuffrida, is some- 
thing of a fanatic about 
security matters. He was 
once with the California 
National Guard, where he 
apparently was well trained 
in the value of such bro- 
mides as “loose lips sink 
ships.” 

In Washington, he has 
sealed off the FEMA head- 
quarters building, and only 
those with proper identifica- 
tion may enter. His subordi- 
nates monitor the telephone 
calls of FEMA employees. 
He makes frequent use of 
the secrecy stamp. And he 
has provided so-called “burn 
bags” for the disposal of 
classified waste. 

Not all of his underlings, 
however, have taken him 
seriously. They are filling 
his burn bags with trash that 
»is' decidedly unclassified. 
This has irritated Gen. Giuf- 


frida, and he recently felt 
compelled to issue this 
bulletin: 

“Articles such as soft 
drink containers, paper clips 
and typewriter ribbons 
intact in plastic containers 
have been found in the clas- 
sified waste. As the type- 
writer ribbon containers 
emit noxious fumes when 
burned, the ribbon should be 
separated from the contain- 
er prior to placing in the 
burn bag.” 

UNHAPPY ALLIES: A 
top-secret State Department 
report states that the Soviets 
are disturbed at the prospect 
of “facing up to their shrink- 
ing influence in the Arab 
world.” 

The Kremlin has tried to 

rtray itself as the Arabs’ 
riend and protector. But, 
unfortunately for the 
Russians, the Arabs are no 
longer buying it. According 
to the top-secret report, one 
Iraqi leader expressed the 
opinion that the Soviets have 
a “Siberian mentality.” 

In other words, the Rus- 
sians play the diplomatic 
game too roughly and often 
rudely, even with their Arab 
allies. 

Meanwhile, CIA sources 
say the Kremlin is upset 
with their KGB agents in the 
Middle East. “Apparently, 
the Russian spies have been 
filing reports from the 
region which are not entire- 
ly truthful.

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Energy Savings Discussed 


The message at the Energy Conservation 
Workshop for Business and Industry held at North- 
ern Essex Community College and sponsored by the 
Merrimack Valley Planning Commission and the 
Overall Economic Development Program Commit- 
tee, was that much energy conservation work done 
by business and industry will pay for itself in less 
than one year. 


Participants learned that 1) for every degree that 
a thermostat is lowered over a 24-hour perod, the 
heating bili will be lowered by three percent, 2) 
special flourescent bulbs will provide as much 
light, use half as much power and pay for them- 
Selves in six months, 3) it is a myth that it saves 
money to leave lights on even for a short time. 


Joseph Fitzpatrick of the Essex Company is opti- 
mistic that fuel costs will not skyrocket this year. 
Dan Waintroob of Mass Save talked about common 
sense audits that will identify broken or poorly 
maintained equipment. Substantial energy cost sav- 
ings will be made through maintenance. Charles 
Bowser talked about the energy conservation pro- 
gram at Cumberland Farms. Pipe and roof insula- 
tion, new types of lighting fixtures, set-back 
thermostats and automatic shut-off light switches 
has lowered Cumberland’s energy bills in its ware- 
houses, dairies and stores by $500,000 in the first 
year. Each installation will pay for itself in less 
than two years. Don Robinson of New England 
Electric and John Main of Malden Mills talked of 
similar accomplishments.

Bell System’s ‘Time Machine’ 
Moves Information—Not People 


The Bell System has invented a time machine. 
Not the type that H.G. Wells imagined to speed 
people through time to another century, but one to 
conserve time now. Called Picturephone® Meeting 
Service, it is designed primarily for busy exec- 
utives and other professional people who need to 
talk face-to-face with colleagues or customers in 
other cities. 

The new teleconferencing service offers com- 
plete facilities—two-way television that also can 
handle graphics and slides, facsimile transmission 
and an electronic blackboard for handwritten infor- 
mation. Yet a single machine coordinates all these 
features. Called the room controller, it is made by 
Western Electric, which manufacturers telecom- 
munications equipment for the Bell System. 

‘‘Room controllers link the conference equipment 
and the telecommunications network,’’ says Joe 
Pennick, project engineer at Western Electric’s 
plant in North Andover where the device is made. 
“It operates the room’s audio-visual equipment and 
translates this input into signals that can be sent

over the telecommunications network. The room 
controller at the receiving end then reverses the 
process.”’ 

First room controllers went into operation when 
the Bell System began Picturephone Meeting Serv- 
ice between Washington and New York City in July. 
Philadelphia, San Francisco and Pittsburgh joined 
the network in August. Western Electric is now 
producing the controllers that will be used when 10 
additional cities are added to the network during 
182. Some 27 more join in 1983. 

Conference participants easily can coordinate 
audio-visual aids through the room controller’s 
master and remote switching panels. For example, 
a ceiling-mounted TV camera facing downward is 
used to show papers and documents. Television 
monitors—much like home sets—also permit con- 
ferees to see the picture they are transmitting. 

A typical Picturephone Meeting Service setup 
will accommodate as many as 10 people on camera 
in each city. The service will be available either in 
public rooms provided by the Bell System or pri- 
vate rooms on customers’ premises. Each conferee 
wears a microphone, which Western Electric’s 
room controller turns on automatically when the 
person speaks. 

Meeting rooms will be linked to the teleconfe- 
rencing network which will include the Bell Sys- 
tem’s five satellite earth stations in California, 
Georgia, Illinois, New York and Texas. Not all calls 
will go by satellite—some will travel over terrestri- 
al cable or microwave long distance routes, many 
of which also have been supplied by Western Elec- 
tric. 

Picturephone Meeting Service also is likely to 
make executives’ lives more pleasant as well as 
more productive. Within a few months, for exam- 
ple, it will be possible for a manager in New York 
to hold face-to-face meetings with the field staffs in 
Atlanta, Chicago, Dallas and San Francisco in the 
morning, put in an afternoon’s work at the office 
and still be home for dinner

Andover 
Rabbi Is 
Censured 


A Jewish chaplain at Phillips Academy 

‘ and a resident of Haggetts Pond Road, 

Andover, Rabbi Everett Gendler, 54, was 

excommunicated for reportedly criticizing 
{srael’s invasion of Lebanon. 

Gendler was among a group of liberal 
Jews — including Noam Chomsky and Sal- 
vador Luria, professors at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology — who were ex- 
pelled Sunday by three Orthodox rabbis who 
met in a Tewksbury hotel as the Supreme 
Rabbinic Court. 

However, the impact of the action taken 
against Gendler, Rabbi of the Reform 
Temple Emmanuel in Lowell, has been 
questioned. 

An advertisement, which appeared in the 
June 24 New York Times and criticized 
Israel’s invasion of Lebanon, was reported- 
ly signed by Gendler among others.
